Queen's University Scholars Discover Anonymously Written Disraeli Novel 


Ottawa, December 11, 1979. 


Queen's University scholars, working on the 
first definitive edition of the letters of Benjamin Disraeli, have discovered 


a hitherto unknown novel by the brilliant and controversial 19th century 


COMMUNIQUE 


British statesman and author, whose powerful influence on politics 
and government spread far beyond Britain to the architects of our 


own confederation. 


Following up clues in the letters, scholars have tracked down the 
book, which was written anonymously by Disraeli and his sister Sarah, and 
have confirmed it to be a valuable and interesting addition to the 
knowledge about Disraeli. It was written in 1834, at a pivotal point 
in the 30-year-old Disraeli's career, and gives fresh insight into the 
development of the young man's political thought. 

The Collected Letters project at Queen's has been under way since 
1973. Professors J.A. Gunn, J.P. Matthews and D.M. Schurman - later 
joined by M.G. Wiebe - are working on a definitive, annotated edition of 
Disraeli's voluminous correspondence, known to number over 10,000 letters. 
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Canada Council and then from its successor, the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council, under the Negotiated Grants Program. 

Researchers have known for some time that there are great gaps 
in knowledge about Disraeli; that early editing of letters was often 
Careless and fanciful, chronology inaccurate and; worse still, that 
letters had been sold off at a great rate by the family and dispersed 
around the world. Even in the best scholarly biographies, therefore, 
the writers have had to admit that until all the letters could be 
collected and scrutinized, so that all references to the people, events 
and ideas of the time could be annotated properly, Disraeli would remain 
a puzzle to posterity as he had been an enigma to his contemporaries. 

That's why the recent discovery of a new novel -- really an 
added bonus in The Collected Letters project -- is so significant to 
the world of scholarship, and to a wider public as well. As the senior 
editor of the project, English Professor John Matthews, says, the find 
is particularly significant to historians, in light of the important 
role of fiction in general in 19th century Britain, and of Disraeli's 
powerful political novels in particular, in informing social and political 
thought. 

Of Disraeli's writing and The Collected Letters project the editors 
suggest that the letters allow us to have an entirely new look at not 
only the extraordinary personality of a man who dominated his sector of 
society during one of the most turbulent periods of 19th century British 
life, but at that society itself. Disraeli mused, commented, fulminated 
against, and described events and people in detail -- and put a great deal 
of it down on paper. He was a brilliant, crisp, witty and entertaining 
commentator. There will be material here for many new biographies, 
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histories, and literary analyses -- works that will greatly ANSE our 
knowledge and alter our thinking about Disraeli and much of 19th century 
Britain. 

Professor Matthews says that copies of the newly discovered novel 
cannot be found in Disraeli's own library. "We first became aware of its 
existence by references in a letter of Sarah's to a manuscript entitled 
A Year at Hartlebury, or the Election, and by her mention of what turned 
out to be the pseudonyms for the authors, 'Cherry' and 'Fair Star'. 

Dr. Ellen Henderson, a research assistant, tracked down a copy of the 

book at the University of Illinois at Urbana, and we have now read it." 
(Some time later, a second copy was discovered at the Bodleian Library at 
Oxford.) Professor Matthews says that the odd-sounding pseudonyms are taken 
from a fairy tale and are the names of a boy and girl -- cousins -- who, 
after various misadventures, marry one another. Sarah insisted that the 
following curious little preface be added to the Hartlebury novel "to show 
in what relation Cherry and Fair Star stand to one another," and she wanted 
the publishers to stress it in their advertising. This is the preface: 
"Our honeymoon being over, we have amused ourselves during the autumn 

by writing a novel. All we hope is that the Public will deem our 

literary union as felicitous as we find our personal one." 

The subject of the novel is a detailed account of a borough 
election, and it is obviously based on Disraeli's experiences in the 
two elections of 1832 at High Wycombe, which he contested as a Radical 
candidate and lost, and contain his pointed observations, through the 
hero Aubrey Bohun, on the elections in particular and on his whole 


developing philosophy of political action. The book is particularly 
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interesting because it was written after the great Whig Reform Bill 

of 1832, which extended the franchise and redistributed seats for a 
more equal and just representation of the people, and at the time when 
Disraeli made a switch to the Tory party and had begun to form the 
idea of Toryism that he was to publish in 1835-36 in the controversial 
articles known as The Runnymede Letters in The Times. 

"The possibility that Disraeli in 1822 wrote a play called 
Cherry and Fair Star: or, The Children of Cyprus, also anonymously, is 
being explored," Professor Matthews says. "It would have been a 
remarkable achievement, considering that he was only 17 at the time. 
The play was performed at Covent Garden, with leading actors of the 
day, and enjoyed some success." 

SSHRC support for the Disraeli project has averaged some $125,000 
a year. There will be a projected 30 volumes in The Collected Letters. 


The first two volumes are expected to appear in 1980.

The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council Awards 


Grants Totalling $1,016,776 for Research on Population Aging 


Ottawa, February 18, 1980. The President of the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council, André Fortier, has announced grants totalling 
$1,016, 776 ($848,644 from the 1979-80 budget; $168,132 from the approved 
1980-81 budget) in the field of population aging under the Council's 
program of assistance to research in areas of national concern. The new 


program was announced to university and private scholars in February 1979. 


Categories of awards are: 1) special research grants to 
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individual scholars; 2) postdoctoral fellowships for young scholars 
wishing to do research or specialize in population aging; 3) reorien- 
tation grants for full-time university staff to enable them to direct 
their research toward this field; 4) a workshop grant to help university 
researchers develop. their skills and explore new areas for study in 
population aging. 

Grant applications were adjudicated by a Council committee 
under the chairmanship of Professor Jacques Henripin, Department of 
Demography, University of Montreal, and member of the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council. Members of the committee are:

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1) Special research grants 


Sociologists, psychologists, social work researchers, economists, historians, 
education specialists, demographers and other concerned social scientists 
and humanists are in the race today to understand our fast-changing, aging 
society. In 1976, according to Statistics Canada, 50 per cent of Canadians 
were 28 years of age or younger; by 2001, half of all Canadians will be 

over 36. While in 1976 only 8.7 per cent of Canadians were over 65 years 

of age, this may increase to 12 per cent in 2001 and reach 20 per cent

What will this future society be like? Scholars undertaking 22 new 
Council-funded research projects in population aging will help to

In the broad government policy-making, field, Kenneth Kernaghan 
of Brock University is looking at the governmental and intergovernmental 
structures and processes involved in developing and implementing policies 
for the aged in Canada. His objective is to analyze the coordinating 
mechanisms for policy-making and administration. John Myles of 
Carleton University is tackling the timely issue of pension levels. 

He points out that statutory pension programs in 24 countries of the 
OECD, for example, vary considerably in the relative level of benefits 
tied to past earnings and contributions. Why this is so, and what 
examples can be useful for Canada are among the objectives of his 
research. 

The implications of the dramatically changed demographic profile 
of our future population will be studied by two researchers. Peter Braun, 
of the University of British Columbia, hopes to provide a means of 
predicting an aging society's attitudes (and hence its demand on 
institutions and services), by validating findings that suggest there 
are definite thresholds in adult life - at ages 19, 27, 40 and 52 - at 
which individuals undergo noticeable changes. Byron Spencer, with 


co-investigators Frank Denton and Victor Marshall of McMaster University, 


more 
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will study the economic and social implications of a larger aged population. 
The plan is to develop a detailed economic-demographic growth model for 
Canada to assist in making projections for the future. 

Historians Bruce Bowden and Roger D. Hall of the University of 
Western Ontario hope to shed new light on present-day society's prevailing 
fear and denial of the reality of death, by studying death and dying ina 
society that commonly regarded it as an interpretive framework for living 
and the culmination of life - Victorian Upper Canada. 

Other scholars, including historian A.M.J. Hyatt, of the University 
of Western Ontario, will examine the problem of human obsolescence. 
Professor Hyatt's preoccupation will be aged military leaders, compulsory 
retirement ages in the armed forces, and the theory that the age of 
military leaders might have affected the quality of military leadership 
in two world wars and other conflicts. The police come in for scrutiny 
by Dennis Forcese of Carleton University, who wants to know, given the 
early retirement age of the police (age 45 to 55), the effects on police 
services of the removal of these experienced officers, especially from 
the difficult "street" beats, and what career opportunities there are for 
retirees from the force and for aging constables within it. H.A. McRoberts, 
of Carleton University, will look at the opportunities for career mobility 
in society as a whole as one gets older, and Judah Matras and Marion Porter 
of Carleton University will analyze communities and industries by their 
age structure, to see how recent changes in that structure affect the 
communities and the residents' socio-economic opportunity - such as earned 
income, occupational status, migration and mobility. The oft-expressed 
view that aging scientists in Canadian universities may be affecting the 
quality of continued scientific development is the concern of C.J.E. Farina 
of Trent University. He will examine the relationship between aging, 
research funding and research output, both at the individual and departmental 
level, from 1964 to 1978. 

Four separate studies will examine family and community support for 
the elderly. Neena Chappell of the University of Manitoba will study the 
support "networks" that exist for old people - both family and non-family 
and between generations of the extended family - to see how these supports 
affect the elderly person's access to community home care services. 

Jane Synge, with co-investigator Victor Marshall of McMaster University, will 


be looking at the behaviour of the generations toward one another - 
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specifically how the lines of authority, responsibility and dependency are 
transmitted through the generations, and how this affects the older 

person. A study of old people's behaviour in retirement in relation to 
their material situation, by Jacqueline Massé of the University of Montreal, 
will be concerned about society's "labelling" of an increasingly powerless 
elderly population as marginal, and how, to the degree that the elderly see 
themselves as marginal, they may in fact grow more passive. Another study of 
society's perceptions of the elderly will use the vehicle of speech. 

Glen Lawson, of York University, will study what has been observed to be 
young and middle-aged adults' relatively negative attitudes toward the 
elderly, by having subjects listen to taped voices of adults of different 
ages (and speaking Canadian standard and accented English) and analyzing 
their reactions. 

Projects on adjustment to retirement and to aging will be undertaken 
by eight scholars. One study, by Kathleen Brown of the University of Guelph, 
focuses on the economic and social welfare of the recently retired, and 
will look at the nature of individual and household adjustment to changes 
in both economic and social welfare. Psychologists Jean-Paul Daunais of 
the University of Montreal, John Lavery of Brock University, David Reid 
of York University, Morris Schnore of the University of Western Ontario 
and scciologist Alan Roadburg of Dalhousie University will study subjects 
such as adjustments to aging and retirement, adaptation and personality 
development in old age, means of coping with stress and crisis, and the 
ways in which the elderly themselves view their world and the programs 
that have been developed for them. Koji Ujimoto, of the University of 
Guelph, will examine the problems of aged ethnic minorities as well as the 
opportunities for (and implications of) retention of their different 
social values and roles into old age. Sociologist Mark Novak, of the 
University of Winnipeg, will analyze what is meant by a "good" old age 
as a lived experience of the most successful elderly people in Winnipeg. 

He hopes to develop a general model of aging that will include specific 
knowledge of what constitutes a successful old age, how it is achieved and 


how maintained.

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First Profile Report on Canadian Archives Describes Crisis Situation: 
Prescribes Solutions 


Anyone who thinks of archives as dead storage places 
for old documents hasn't visited one lately. In introducing the first 
comprehensive report on Canadian archives, prepared by a consultative 

group of the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council, Ian Wilson, 


Saskatchewan Provincial Archivist and chairman of the group, says: 


"Archives are bustling places, with researchers of al] 


interests, of all backgrounds and at every level of research experience - 


from the scholar to the average homeowner seeking information on his 


heritage house - all gaining insight from the records of our past." 


But archives are in trouble, as the 127-page report shows, with 


serious problems of underfunding, understaffing, inadequate facilities, 


outdated legislation and lack of coordination among all the different 


levels of jurisdiction and forms of archival service. "To add to the 


problem", says Ian Wilson, "archives are being pressed from all sides to 


provide more services than ever before. There is increasing interest in 


our Canadian cultural heritage. 


Even the movement to preserve heritage 


buildings and sites depends heavily on the completeness of the archival 


record. 


"In the broader picture, Thomas Symons's report on Canadian 


studies, To Know Ourselves, pointed out that ‘the future of Canadian 
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studies is directly linked to the condition and resources of Canadian archives. ' 
In that case, Canadian studies are facing a dim future indeed, unless some 
ameliorating measures are taken for our archives." 

The findings of the report, which was released in Ottawa May 23, 
are supported by data from 216 archives in Canada, culled from questionnaire 
responses, briefs and letters from institutions, and additional comments and 
suggestions from archivists, researchers, administrators and others. There 
is statistical information on archives budgets, facilities, holdings, staffing, 
future requirements and provincial government funding. 

Nineteen recommendations for action are directed to all levels 
of government and related agencies, the business community, universities, 
the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council and other groups and 
individuals. 

The crisis in Canadian archives, precipitated by the growing 
interest in our past, is compounded, Ian Wilson says, by the accelerated 
deterioration of archival collections, and the need to preserve an expanding 
variety of documentary forms. These include minute books, property deeds, 
maps, diaries, letters, annual reports, account books, photoaraphs - all 
records created from day-to-day by any group or individual in Canada and 
_ recorded on paper, audio or visual tape, or film. 

Archives provide access to original documents that may be needed, 
for example, by governments and native people's groups that are contestina 
land and property claims. This, Ian Wilson, points out, demonstrates drama- 
tically both the legal and research value of documents of this kind. 

Archives are also being asked to provide access to information 


required for studies in new, specialized fields such as urban history, 


One 
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social history, ethnocultural history, historical geography, historical 
demography, and historical climatology - to name only a few. But, as the 
report reveals, the physical and human resources of Canadian archives are 
often barely able to sustain a holding operation as it is, let alone increase 
their services. In many instances the institutions are maintained on tiny 
budgets by a small, committed staff and a handful of volunteers. 

"Archives, which have never been much in the public eye," says 
Wilson, are now being taxed by the increased demands not only of research 
scholars as in the past, but also by popular writers, radio and television 
producers, and people from all walks of life who are finding historical 
research a rewarding leisure time activity." 

All this, he says, plus the problems of deteriorating perishable 
materials; provision of security for priceless holdings; lack of training 
courses in archival science; overlapping acquisition interests among archives 
in various jurisdictions in deciding who should hold what documents; the need 
for revision of the copyright act to take account of the problems in conducting 
research in unpublished materials; decisions on what documents are considered 
to be in the public domain - these issues, and many more, have shaped the 
conclusions and recommendations of this report. 


The theme underlying all the recommendations is the development of 


A comprehensive archival network across the country based on sound archival 
principals, namely: 1) that records should be retained and preserved, as 

far as possible, by those originating them; 2) that series of records should 
be kept intact; 3) that custody of records should change as little as possible; 
and 4) that archival materials should remain in the locale or milieu in which 


they originated. The comprehensive network would be designed to cope with some 
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of the more specific problems of archives, which range from the ownership of 
records, to copyright, to security and confidentiality. Any increased funding 
suggested is to encourage interinstitutional projects or programs for the 
organization and provision of necessary services to benefit all archives. 

The report's recommendations for increased archival funding are 
modest, when the budgets being referred to are compared, for example, with 
those of major libraries. Half of the archives responding to the budget 
question in the survey questionnaire had annual budgets of less than $20,000, 
and only 30 had budgets exceeding $75,000. The report notes that the average 
budget of our larger archives ($302,027) is one-tenth that of the average 
for the 44 main university libraries in Canada, and that the total amount spent 
on all archival acquisitions in Canada (excluding the Public Archives of Canada) 
jin 1978-79 ($901,537) is roughly equal to the average of the amounts spent by 
each of these university libraries for acquisitions. 

The archival network proposed is complex: the burden is to be shared 
among all institutions and governments involved in producing records; there is 
to be a reorientation in the way major public archives fulfill their legislated 
public responsibilities. At the provincial level, this implies that networks 
must be developed linking all local archives into a coordinated system. At the 
fedeyal level; Similar links must be forged among the networks, and all archives 
must be provided with specialized consultants, technical facilities and other 
services. In such a national system, responsibility for establishing archives 
and their continuing core funding lies with local governments or institutions. 
Services, educational opportunities, specialized facilities, and information 
systems would be provided provincially and federally, but the financial burden 
would be shared. 


In its recommendations for additional funding, the group says that 
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in light of current economic conditions in the country it was wary of recommending 
substantial new funding or major new structures. "The archival system could not 
support these in any case. Instead, we believe that modest amounts, properly 
introduced into the archival system, can have a major and obvious impact . 
For the provinces we have suggested annual amounts less than the cost of snow 
removal for one city snowfall ($100,000 to $500,000). For the nation we have 
suggested increased annual expenditures through the Public Archives of Canada 
of $2.5 million. These increased amounts will bring the annual Canadian 
expenditure on archives to approximately $32 million in 1980-81." 

The report's 19 recommendations focus strongly on the need for 
coordination and cooperation: 
e Public archives are urged to reevaluate their traditional programs to achieve 
the appropriate balance between these programs and the new programs suggested, and 
to provide leadership to a cooperative system in each region. 
e A coordinated network formed by the archives in each province is suggested, to 
establish common priorities and to develop services, facilities and proarams. 
e A new Extension Branch is recommended for the Public Archives of Canada to 
administer consulting services, information services, technical facilities and 
a grant program for the benefit of the entire archival system, and with an annual 
budget of $2.5 million to administer the new programs. 
@ The new Extension Branch of the Public Archives of Canada is proposed as a 
suitable body to provide funds to assist in establishing an appropriate master's 
degree program in archival science, in each official lanquage. 
e Formation of a Canadian Association of Archives is recommended to plan projects 


and programs affecting archives and to express the institutional viewpoint on 
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matters of public policy or professional activity. 
e The federal government is urged to amend the Public Archives Act to 


permit the establishment of the new programs. 


The group supports the recommendations of the Thomas Symons report 
on Canadian studies that a committee of inquiry should study problems 
relating to the disposition of business records and other papers of 
international corporations operating in Canada, and consider the 
application of such controls to other international organizations 
operating in this country. 

The report also includes recommendations on conservation of 
archival materials; the addition of archival science to scholarly 
disciplines funded by the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council; 
revision of the Cultural Property Export and Import Act to make it an 
effective tool for keeping archival materials in Canada, and of the 
Income Tax Act to encourage corporations to establish and maintain 
their own corporate archives as a service to the public.

Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council Presents Second Annual Report 


Ottawa, August 28, 1980. The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
(SSHRC) made payments totalling $32.8 million for fellowships and grants in 
1979-80, compared with $30.4 million the year before, according to the SSHRC's 
second annual report released in Ottawa August 28. 

The report, presented to the Hon. Francis Fox, Secretary of State and 
Minister of Communications, and to members of Parliament, details these and other 
expenditures, and lists recipients of grants, fellowships, and other forms of 
support during the year. 

The SSHRC is a federal grant-giving body, funded by Parliament, 
which promotes and assists research and scholarship in the humanities and 
social sciences. 

In a foreword to the report, SSHRC president André Fortier focuses 
on the Council's proposed five-year plan, which was published in July 1979, 
presented to the government, and distributed to the academic community for 
comment. The plan was approved in principle by the former government in 
December 1979. 

Mr. Fortier notes that the present government's acceptance of the 
Council's request for increased funding for 1980-81 indicates its general - 
agreement with the purpose and spirit of the plan but at the same time 


gives no cause for complacency. Over the long term, he says, steadily 
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increasing funding will be needed for research and other scholarly activity 

in the humanities and social sciences, "as the scholarly community has shown 
that it has the capacity for much faster growth than present funding permits." 
In addition, current government support of research in the human sciences 

is not in proportion with its support to the natural and medical sciences, 

he says. 

A principal goal of the Council and the academic community, 

Mr. Fortier suggests, should be to convince decision-makers that "the human 
sciences are of first or at least equal importance in the overall research 
and development effort." He calls for the assumption of an increasingly 
active public information role by universities and individual scholars to 
assist the Council in this joint task. 

Expenditures in the Council's largest program - Fellowships and 
Scholarships - totalled $13.8 million in 1979-80, compared with Ses Selene ia 
the year before. The roughly 1,700 recipients were research scholars-in- 
training, who received Special MA Scholarships and Doctoral Fellowships, and 
university professors who were granted Leave Fellowships to pursue independent 
research or other scholarly activity for a specific period of time. 

Research Grants, totalling $7.3 million, were given for 576 projects 
carried out by university and private scholars and ranging through some 30 
scholarly disciplines in the humanities and social sciences. Some recipients were 
engaged in interdisciplinary projects. The work funded varied from the 
archaeological exploration of a loth century Basque whaling station on 
the coast of Labrador to an investigation of the future market for western 
Canadian grain in the Soviet Union. The largest number of grants (89) were 
for studies in language and literature, with English and English-Canadian 
literature and French and French-Canadian literature leading with combined 


totals of 32 and 22, respectively. Studies in history (81), psychology (60), 


more ...- 
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economics (55), archaeology (45) and political science (39) followed next 
in line. 

Negotiated Grants - which are large-scale, long-term projects - 
and General Research Grants to universities to assist in certain research 
and travel costs for faculty, together accounted for $6.2 million in grants 
last year. The 26 Negotiated Grants projects, which involve 
teams of researchers and the resources of more than one university (11 in 
the case of the Historical Atlas of Canada/Atlas historique du Canada), 
include two new undertakings - the historical atlas just mentioned and 
Dalhousie University's series of studies in ocean law, policy and management. 
Ongoing projects include those on the collected works and letters of 
Louis Riel, Emile Zola, Erasmus, John Stuart Mill and Benjamin Disraeli. 
Other studies embrace subjects such as space activities and international law, 
social change in Canada, and economic policy and natural resource use. They 
also include a new historical and etymological dictionary of North American 
French and a dictionary of Old English. 

Grants toward the promotion of Research Communication - for 
publication of scholarly manuscripts and learned journals and for conference 
and administrative support to Canadian learned societies - totalled $3.7 
million last year. The largest awards were block grants for the publication 
of scholarly manuscripts to the Canadian Federation for the Humanities 
($546,768) and the Social Science Federation of Canada ($378,939). 

A new program last year, Strategic Grants, which is for research 
on subjects of national importance (Population Aging was chosen as the first 
topic), and for the development of research resources - such as assistance 
to university libraries to buy materials for research collections of 
national significance - accounted for some $1.4 Miliion in grants in, 1979-80. 


In addition, an award of $400,000 was given to the Dictionary of Canadian 
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Biography/Dictionnaire biographique du Canada, which is also supported 


under the Negotiated Grants program. 

The Council's International Relations program promotes exchanges 
between Canadian and foreign scholars through administration of bilateral 
exchange agreements, and through support for participation of Canadians at 
international seminars, in joint international projects, and in the 
administrative planning of international scholarly organizations. Grants 
under this program totalled $373,358 last year. 

Special grants, including payments toward activities such as the 
Parliamentary Internships Program which fall outside the Council's regular 
program structure, accounted for another $77,633 in total grants expenditures 
fox 1979-80.

Ottawa, October 9, 1980. The Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council has established a consultative group and an advisory panel to make 
a national study of the status of research and education in law. 
The eight-member consultative group is chaired by Harry Arthurs, professor 
of law and former dean, Osgoode Hall Law School, Yorx University, Toronto.

Members of the two bodies together represent the bench, the bar, 
university law faculties, government, and several related academic disci- 
plines such as philosophy, history, education and political science. 

Although reviews of legal education have been undertaken in a 
number of provinces, this will be the first national study. It will also be 
the first study to focus on legal research. 

The group will look into the purpose, nature and quality of 
research in law now being carried out in Canada; the factors affecting 
such research, including the influence of the Law Reform Commissions and 
other research sponsors and sources of funding; the structure of law 
faculties and curricula as they relate to advanced education and research 
in law, as well as the relationships between the professional and the 
academic responsibilities of the law schools, and the professional and 
academic aspects of legal research. In addition to conducting its own 
research and consulting extensively with its advisory panel, the consul- 
tative group plans to hold meetings in Atlantic Canada, Quebec, Ontario, 
the Prairie Provinces and British Columbia to discuss major issues and 
findings with representatives of the legal profession in these areas. 


The need for a national study of this scope was stressed Lec Le 
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report of the Commission on Canadian Studies by Thomas H.B. Symons (To Know 
Ourselves, 1976). The Commission's recommendation on the subject was accepted by 
the Canadian Association of Law Teachers and the Committee of Canadian Deans of Law, 
which ultimately requested the SSHRC to sponsor the present consultative group.

$1,110,000 for Research on Second Language Learning and for Editorial 
Projects in Canadian and Ancient Literatures 

Ohmeeiel, iNereiIl MS, ASS At its March 27 meeting in Ottawa, the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council (SSHRC) approved five new 
grants totalling $1,110,000 for 1981-82 under its Negotiated Grants 
program. 

The five new projects are: a study on how children learn a 
second language; two editorial and publishing projects on early Canadian 
literature in French and English which will provide the first definitive 
editions of these "classics"; and two editorial projects to publish newly 
discovered ancient texts from the Middle East. 

The SSHRC's Negotiated Grants are awarded for long-term research 
and editorial projects involving teams of researchers and a number of | 
universities or other academic institutions. Agreements are "negotiated" 
between the Council and the collaborating institutions, which put up part 
of the money. 

Twenty of these Council-funded projects are now under way. Six 
had their grants renewed for 1981-82 at the March 27 meeting, and nine 
projects are continuing. Council commitments for the coming year 
total $950,000 for renewals, $2,992,000 for ongoing projects, and 


$1,110,000 for new projects.

Following are notes on the five new projects. 
e Ontario Institute for Studies in Education (up to $280,000): The Development 
of Bilingual Proficiency. A team of OISE investigators will examine questions 
such as: What is the relationship between "formal" language skills (grammar 
and writing) and oral, communicative skills, and to what extent does knowledge 
of one affect learning the other? At what time in a child's education is it 
better to start second language learning ~- in elementary school or later? How 
do children from third-language backgrounds perform in immersion and core French 
programs? How proficient must one be in one's first language before a second 
is begun? The researchers, taking a long-term, coordinated approach to 
investigating subjects such as these, will work in areas that have never 


before been addressed in Canadian research. 


@ University of Ottawa (up to $323,000): A Critical Edition of Early French- 
Canadian and Québécois Literature. This large project, which aims to publish 


some 27 volumes between now and 1990, involves 28 principal researchers and 

9 associate researchers, working in 10 universities in all. The editorial 
work entails the collection and editing of texts of historical and literary 
importance from the origins of New France - including early works such as the 
Récits de voyages of Jacques Cartier - to 19th and 20th century classics such 
as Ringuet's Trente arpents. The published texts will be Uefinitive, and will 
include textual notes, biographical and bibliographical information, historical 
and literary references, supporting documents, indexes and glossaries. 

e Carleton University (up to $80,000): Centre for Editing Early Canadian Texts. 
Early Canadian prose in English - such as William Kirby's The Golden Dog, and 
Susanna Moodie's Roughing It in the Bush - will be edited by a team of scholars 
across Canada over the next five years. The novels, short stories, sketches, 
autobiographies and letters chosen for publication date from the mid 18th 
century to the last decades of the 19th century. They chronicle and comment 


on the political, economic and cultural beginnings of British North America. 
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The works are now unavailable, or available only in reprints, and the texts 
have frequently been shortened or emended. Scholarly editions are therefore 


needed to correct and clarify these unique chronicles of Canada's past. 


e Laval University (up to $160,000): French-Language Critical Edition of 
the Coptic Library of Nag Hammadi. These Coptic manuscripts (12 codices and 


fragments of a 13th) were discovered in Upper Egypt, near the modern town of 
Nag Hammadi, in December 1945. The texts had been copied toward the middle 

of the 4th century A.D., but the original writing dates back to the beginning 
of the 2nd century. This discovery is of prime importance in the study of 
gnosticism, a stream of philosophic and religious thought based on the concept 
of salvation through knowledge (gnosis), which evolved at about the same time 
as Christianity and was considered by the early church to be a serious threat 
to its unity and teachings. Before the Nag Hammadi discovery, knowledge of 
gnosticism depended solely on indirect sources, such as refutations of the 
gnostic "heresy". The Nag Hammadi collection comprises some 40 texts 

written or used by the Gnostics. 

@ University of Toronto (up to $267,000): The Royal Inscriptions of Mesopotamia. 
The Babylonian and Assyrian civilizations, based in what is now modern Iraq, 
produced writings that provide background information for understanding the 
historical books of the Bible. The writings cover all aspects of the Sumerian, 
Babylonian and Assyrian cultures. Thousands of these inscriptions, which 
exist in cuneiform script (wedge-shaped marks on stone, or on clay tablets), 
have been unearthed. This project will locate and edit every one of the texts, 
and come up with the first standard edition of these works, including their 


transliteration and translation into English.

Examples of work done by postdoctoral 
fellowship holders: 


Yvonne Hébert is doing postdoctoral 
work in education at the University 

of British Columbia, examining cross- 
cultural communication in the classroom. 
Her study will centre on native Canadian 
teachers in rural and urban, public and 
reserve schools in British Columbia. 
Cultural diversity between teachers 

and students is a key factor in 
classroom communication, and this 

study should provide a valuable 

basis for further work in multicultural 
education. 


John Stape, of the University of 
Toronto, will use his postdoctoral 
fellowship to complete the editing 

of an authoritative edition of Joseph 
Conrad's Notes on Life and Letters. 
First published in 1921, this work 

is a collection of Conrad's essays 
and journal articles on contemporary 
events and literature. No standard 
and reliable recension exists at 
present. Mr. Stape's work will 
involve textual editing and the 
preparation of critical introductions 
and annotations to the essays.

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Gail Greer, a postdoctoral researcher 
at Queen's University, will be 
investigating the social and economic 
impact of micro-electronic information 
technology on Canadian organizations, 
In consultation with the School of 
Business, the Centre for Industrial 
Relations and experts in population 
ecology in the Biology Department at 
Queen's, she will analyse worker and 
organizational adaptation, task and 
occupational restructuring and 
productivity in service industry 
organizations that have adopted 
information technology. 


Serge Guimond, a postdoctoral fellow 
from Chateauguay, Quebec, will be 
studying psychology at the Université 
de Paris VII. Mr. Guimond is 
interested in individual participation 
in group movements such as 
demonstrations or strikes; he feels 
that the interaction and communication 
between individuals is the decisive 
factor in the development and success 
of collective endeavours. In 
particular, he will study the form 

and type of individual invitations 

to participate in group events and 
their effect upon an individual's 
decision whether or not to involve 
himself/herself in a group.

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Study of Legal Education and Research Finds 
Scholarship Lacking: Proposes Solutions 


Ottawa, May 235.1993. A two-year, nation-wide study of legal education 
and research has found that Canadian law schools’ all-purpose curricula 
intended to turn out general practitioners have led to a shortage of highly 
trained graduates for some types of legal practice, the public service, or 
academic positions which demand top-level scholarly work in law. The study 
further points out that even general practitioners are not as well trained 
as they might be. 
What is needed, according to Professor Harry Arthurs of York 
University's Osgoode Hall Law School and chairman of a Consultative Group 
that did the study, is a variety of strategies in legal education. This 
entails, among other things, a revamping of law school curricula, which tend 
to edge aside scholarly study in favour of preparation for professional practice. 
The Group's report, Law and Learning/Le droit et le savoir, which was 
published by the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council and released 
in Ottawa today (May 13), states that law schools should deliberately structure 
their curricula with specific goals in mind - such as preparing students for 
particular roles and careers, making greater use of clinical legal education 
along the lines of medical schools, or offering students the opportunity to 
study law as a scholarly discipline in the human sciences. While all of 
these goals differ, each should involve a broad-based knowledge of how law 
works in society. 
A special emphasis on scholarship requires that Canadian law schools 
develop graduate studies programs: 
@ to deepen the knowledge and understanding of law in students who are 
themselves going to be legal scholars or researchers; 
e to broaden students’ appreciation of the social and political significance 
of law to better prepare them for their role in public policy development 
and law reform research; 


e to keep practitioners informed about important new theoretical developments 


in the field, so they can better meet the public's need 
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legal services. 
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The Consultative Group's study, Canada's first national inquiry of its 
kind, was commissioned by the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council to 
take stock of changes in legal education in the 1960s and 1970s and to investigate 
the reasons for the low participation of legal scholars in research programs. 

According to Council president, Dr. William E. Taylor, Jves;rin his 
Foreword to the report, only two research grants had been awarded in law in 
1978, when the idea for the study was first broached. And in 1981-82, the 
picture was still gloomy: out of a field of 613 full-time law professors in 
Canada, as reported by the Consultative Group, the Council received only 21 
applications for research grants and awarded only 14. 

"The reasons for this strikingly low rate of participation are to 
be found in this book," Dr. Taylor says, "along with forthright proposals for 
remedial action.'' The Group consulted extensively, Dr. Taylor says, received 
briefs from individuals and organizations, held regional meetings in Vancouver, 
Saskatoon, Toronto, Montreal and Halifax, and produced four background reports. 
The Group was assisted by a broad-based Advisory Panel under the chairmanship 
of the Rt. Hon. Bora Laskin, Chief Justice of Canada. 

In addition to its proposals for legal education, Law and Learning 
devotes more than half its space to legal research and the links between the two. 

Law schools at present have too narrow a focus of intellectual 
activities, the report says. Their dominant objective is to satisfy immediate 
professional needs and, to a lesser extent, government needs, particularly in 
the area of law reform. The Group does not suggest there should be less 
emphasis on this, but rather that there should be much more complementary 
activity, especially fundamental scholarly reflection on such basic themes as 
the nature of law and its social functions, and testing the operation and claims 
of the legal system - the claim, for example, that the system can ensure equal 
justice for all. 

"Scholarly activity of that kind, which has been consistently under- 
valued by the legal community and even by legal academics, is essential, indeed 
critical, to our continued development as a healthy society," Professor Arthurs 
says. "Practitioners and governments depend upon the law schools as their 
major source of research and writing about law. The quality of that work will 
be vastly improved by giving it a firmer foundation in fundamental and theoretical 
research, by creating a 'basic science of law' to underpin practical engineering 


by judges, lawyers and administrators." 
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The Consultative Group also sees a need to encourage the dissemination 
of legal research and the use of research materials through scholarly journals and 
books, not only among members of the academic community and the profession but also 
among the public generally. The standards of existing legal periodicals must be 
improved, however, and a new scholarly journal of law of international standard 
should be established. 

Law faculties should adopt research policies and set up machinery to 
seek out research funding, provide guidance to young professors, and review research 
in progress. Some faculties might also establish research centres or programs as a 
base for scholarly research, especially of a fundamental or theoretical nature. 

The narrow compass of legal scholarship in the universities must be expanded, 
the report says, by establishing linkages between law and other academic disciplines - 
such as political science, sociology and philosophy. Scholars from such disciplines 
could be appointed to law faculties and vice-versa; law courses could be opened to 
graduate students from other faculties; joint degree programs could be encouraged and 
other similar collaborative programs could be undertaken. 

Such a widening and sharing of interests by legal and non-legal scholars 
can, in turn, stimulate greater public interest in law and the critique of the system, 
Professor Arthurs feels. "And from that can come more intensive research, improved 
legal practice and scholarship and greater service of both to the larger community."

Claude T. Bissell Awarded the 1983 
Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship 


Ottawa, June 27, 1983. The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
has awarded the 1983 Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship to Dr. Claude T. Bissell, 
of Massey College, University of Toronto. Dr. Bissell is to receive the award 
at a reception today (June 27) at Government House hosted by Their Excellencies 
the Governor General and Mrs. Edward Schreyer. 

The Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship was established in 1979 
by the Government of Canada in honour of the Rt. Hon. Jules Léger and 
Madame Léger in recognition of their contribution to the office of Governor 
General. It is administered by the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 


Council and is awarded annually to an outstanding Canadian scholar for research

and writing on the role and function of the Crown and the Governor General in 
a parliamentary democracy. The award is worth $20,000, plus up to $5,000 
for research and travel expenses. 

Claude Bissell, one of Canada's most distinguished scholars and 
university administrators, taught English at the University of Toronto for 
15 years, beginning in 1941, and was appointed president of Carleton 
University in 1956 and the University of Toronto in 1958. He stepped 
down as president of the University of Toronto in 1971 and returned to 
his former pursuits of teaching, research and writing, as a professor of 
English at that university. 

Dr. Bissell is well known for his wide range of publications in 
the fields of education, literature and history. His books, the 
Strength of the University and Halfway Up Parnassus, the former a selection 
of his addresses and the latter a personal account of the University of 
Toronto, were published by the University of Toronto Press in 1968 and 1974. 

As a writer, he is perhaps best known today for The Young Vincent 
Massey, published in 1981, for which he won the City of Toronto Book Award 


and the Canadian Authors’ Association Literary Award for non-fiction in 1982. 
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It is for his work on the second yolume of the Massey biography 
that Dr. Bissell has been awarded the Léger fellowship. Volume 2 will 
complete the story begun in volume 1, which ends in 1935 when Massey was 
about to take up his appointment as Canadian High Commissioner to the 
United Kingdom. This second book will deal with the Massey who most 
distinguished himself in the minds of Canadians, principally as chairman 
of the Royal Commission on National Development in the Arts, Letters and 
Sciences, as an educational theorist and philanthropist and, above gilil 
as Governor General of Canada. 

Dr. Bissell has received many honours during his career in 
recognition of his contribution to the world of scholarship. Hews 
Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada, an Honorary Member of the 
American Academy of Arts and Science, and a Companion of the Order of 
Canada. He was the first William Lyon Mackenzie King Professor of 
Canadian Studies at Harvard University, 1967-68, and is recipient of 
20 honorary degrees from Canadian, British and United States universities. 

Former recipients of the Jules and Gabrielle Léger Fellowship 
are Professor Jacques Monet, Provost of Regis College; Dr. James A. Gibson, 
President Emeritus of Brock University; Professor Phillip A. Buckner of

Ottawa, February 10, 1986. The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 


(SSHRC) has awarded two Special Postdoctoral Fellowships tor Research in 


Sociology on Urban Poverty in Canada to Carolyn Gorlick and Patricia LeCavalier. 


These two fellowships, administered by the SSHRC, are available through the 
kindness of an anonymous donor. The recipients must study a sociological aspect 
of urban poverty in Canada. Each fellowship 1s valued at $23,000 plus a 


research and travel allowance of $2,000. 


Dr. Carolyn Gorlick, of London, Ontario, will study the social psychological 
lives ot previously married female lone parents in urban areas who have 
experienced a dramatic drop in economic and social status resulting trom divorce 


or death of a spouse. 


Dr. Gorlick will interview four groups of individuals: female lone parents on 
welfare assistance residing in public housing; older tamily members or close 
friends; representatives of the social service agency, and representatives trom 
the public health service, public housing authority, and the school system. The 
results of Dr. Gorlick's study on the change of status among previously married 
female lone parents will contribute to the existing research and related social 


policy development concerning Canadian families, and family maintenance. 
Dr. Gorlick teaches sociology at King's College, The University of Western

Dr. Patricia LeCavalier. of Montréal will examine the consequences tor Canada's 
urban poor of the trend toward the renovation and appropriation, by upper-1ncome 
groups of the older, low-rise, downtown neighbourhoods traditionally occupied 
py lower-income groups.

$3.9 Million Awarded in Postdoctoral Fellowships 


(OTTAWA) -- Winners in the 1992-93 competition for Postdoctoral Fellowships 
were announced today by the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council. 


Council has awarded fellowships to 139 of Canada's most promising scholars 
embarking on research careers. Representing more than 25 disciplines in the 
social sciences and humanities, the recipients have earned their doctorates in 
the past three years and will undertake full-time research projects at a university 
or other research institution over the next two years. 


Selection of candidates is made by juries of specialists in the various disciplines. 
There were 548 applicants in the competition, yielding a success rate of 
25.4 per cent. The awards are valued at $27,984 per annum. 


SSHRC is the primary federal funding agency for research in the social sciences 
and humanities. This year Council will invest $92.4 million in basic and strategic 
research grants, fellowships, and research dissemination programs. SSHRC is 
governed by a 22-member appointed Council chosen from the academic 
community and major interest sectors of society.
